N  compiling  this  book  of  views  the  publishers  believe  that  they  are  catering  to  a  general 

I  demand. 

Of  late  years  the  Island  of  Cape  Breton  has  come  greatly  into  notice  as  an 
industrial  centre.  Large  monied  corporations  have  become  interested  in  its  rich 
resources  and  have  profitably  invested  much  capital  in  their  development.  The  com- 
mercial situation  of  Cape  Breton,  out  at  the  end  of  the  long  wharf  of  Canada,  with 
water  transportation  for  its  products  to  all  markets,  is  not  excelled  in  America.  The 
future  has  much  in  store  for  this  Island  along  the  line  of  industrial  greatness. 

With  its  beautiful  lakes  and  frowning  hills  and  tempting  fishing  streams,  Cape 
Breton  has  long  been  the  favored  resort  of  the  sum.mer  tourist.

The 
story  of  its  great  fortress  and  of  its  sieges  forms  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  thrilling  chapters 
in  the  history  of  this  continent.
